STOPPED ON THE STREET. 


Drivers of Vehicles Halted and 
Robbed in Broad Day. 


PURSUED’ BY THE POLICE. 


Pistol Shots Are Exchanged in a Run- 
ning Fight. 


PATKOL WAGONS ARE TOO SLOW. 


A lone, mounted highwayman, who is either 
a maniac or a desperado, has been terrorizing 
and robbing drivers of vehicles in Lake View, 


and has as yet escaped arrest, though three | 


| wagons filled with officers armed with 
Springfield rifles chased him yesterday after- 
noon. . *,* 
Thirty-five additional officers in citizens’ 
clothes will be placed on duty this morning in 
this territory with the hope that they may 
capture the desperado. They are furnished 
with extra rounds of ammuznition, and their 
orders are to take him dead or alive. 

The highwayman is one of the most deper- 
perate men that ever invaded Chicago for pur- 
poses of robbery. He is mounted on @ run- 
ning horse and does ali his robberies in day- 
light. He will probably be captured soon and 
the capture will perhaps be attended by loss of 
life, and be as sensational as the arrest of the 
robbers of the bank in South Chicago several 
months ago. ne 

The man began work Tuesday afternoon. 
Joseph Handley, liquor merchant at Clark 
and Illinois streets, who lives at Sunnyside 
and Leland avenues, was riding along Clark 
street between Argyle Park and Edgewater 
when the masked highwayman confronted 
him, grabbed his horses by the bridle, leveled 
a revolver and said: ‘“‘Just toss what money 
you have out on the ground!”’ 

Gave Up the Money, 

Handley threw out his cash. The robber 
paid: | 

* Drive on, now, fast!” | 

He obeyed. After he was out of revolver 
range the horseman dismounted, gathered up 
the coin and rode leisurely away. 

Handley reported his loss to the Addison 
Street (Lake View) Station, and Lieut. Gor- 
don at once detailed officers on the case. 

An hour later Louis Roeser, a grocer, No. 
819 Clifton avenue, while riding south on Ra- 
cine avenue was held up by the same high- 
wayman in a similar manner. When near 
Roscoe street the mounted robber stopped 
him and said: 

“Got any money ?”’ 

* Yes,” said Roeser, and began counting out 
the cash under the persuasive power of the re- 
volver leveled at him by the robber. 

“Throw it on the ground,’”’ commanded the 
robber, and the money was tossed out at the 
side of the road. 

“Drive on lively now,” said the robber, and 
Roeser lashed his team into a gallop. Look- 
ing back he saw the robberget off his horse 
and gather up the money. Several people 
drove along the road in the meantime, but the 
highwayman pointed his revolver at them and 
ordered them to drive away fast and they 
obeyed. Mr. Roeser reported the matter at 
once to the police. ; 

Those were the only two cases of robbery 
by this highwayman reported yesterday to the 
police, though teamsters who were driving 
along those roads in the outskirts of Lake 
View reported a half dozen cases to the road 
house saloons of having been robbed by the 
lone highwayman. 

What He Looks Like. 

According tothe description given of the 
robber by his victims, he is 25 yefrs old, dark- 
complexioned, five feet six inches tall, of 
medium build. He wore a dark, short over- 
coat, black stiff hat, and a black mask over 
his eyes, which he wore contisually. He rode

“The strangest part of the story is that yes- 
terday the mounted and masked highwayman 
resumed his work of robbery.

“Hold up your hands,’”’ shouted the robber, 
presenting a revolver a8 he rode up and 
grasped ope of Oisen’s horses by the bridle.

Olsen did so; the robber released his grip on 
the bridle and said: ** Now drive on fast.”’ 

Olsen, glad to escape with his life, obeyed.

View say that a dozen robberies were commit- 
ted yesterday by the highwayman. The police 
were thoroughly aroused yesterday after the 
report of the Peter Olsen case, and they made 
adetermined though unsuccessful effort to 
capture the bold thief.

The highwayman regained his saddle, fired 
twice at the officer, and spurred his horse 
around a corner. Officer Burktrardt followed 
as fast as the baker’s horse could run, using 
his revolver as he again caught sight of the 
robber. The latter turned, checked his horse, 
and returned the fire. None of the shots took 
effect. The robber spurred up his horse again 
and easily distanced the baker’s wagon. The 
latter’s course could be traced by the dough- 
nuts, pretzels, and pies it spilled in its wild 
chase. 

When the rider escaped southward in the 
direction of the Halsted Street Station Officer 
Burkhardt drove to a patrol box and tele- 
phoned Lieut. John Stift of that station to 
head off the fugitive. Lieut. Stift quickly 
ordered out a patrol wagon and manned it 
with cflicers armed with rifles. He sent out 
detectives and officers on foot armed with 
rifles to guard the streets. All along Lincoln 
Park officers were stationed, but the highway- 
man did not invade Lieut. Stift’s precinct. 

Patrol Wagons Too Slow. 

He was seen at 4 0’clock at Graceland and 
Lincoln avenues. Lieut. Gordon of Addison 
Street Station sent out the patrol wagon filled 
with officers armed with rifles. The highway- 
man was last seen going west. Though 
sighted by the officers they could not get 
within range of him. Detectives Lorch and 
Hirsch of the Sheffield Avenue Station while 
looking for him ina buggy caught sight of 
him on Graceland avenue. He spurred his 
horse on seeing them and easily escaped. 

Capt, Schuttler believes that the horse he 
rides is the one secured from an Evanston liv- 
ery barn three days ago. A man answering 
the highwaymian’s description called there 
and hired a horse and buggy and drove away. 
The buggy and harness were found Monday 
morning on the prairie near Evanston. It is 
believed this is the same horse. 

Just before dark yesterday a man who had 
driven along the road near the masked rob- 
ber went to the Sheffield Avenue Station 
and gaye a chose description of him. 
The arrangements made last night with the 
expectation of capturing him were elaborate. 
The latest detailed description of him was 
given to all officers of the three precincts in 
which he is working. Every availablo detec- 
tive from the Central, darrison, and Des- 
plaines Street Stations, as well as all the sub- 
stitute officers from all North Side stations 
were hurried up into these three precincts. 

It is not likely that the highwayman can 
continue his profession much longer and es- 
cape arrest. As yet all his. robberies have 
been committed in the daytime, and the bold- 
ness with which they have been accomplished 
show the cool courage of the man. Some of 
the officers think the robber is insane, and 
others that he is simply looking for notoriety. 
In either case they expect to have a lively 
battle with him if they find him. 


MASKED BURGLARS IN ENGLEWOOD. 


Two Dwellings Robbed by a Gang of Four 
Bold Thieves, 

Masked burglars are devoting their atten- 
tion to Englewood, At 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning four men, all rrasked, entered Dan. 
iel Millerick’s saioon at Ureen and Seventy- 
fifth streets by means of false keys. After 
prowling about the house for some time they 
went to Millerick’s bedroom. They awakened 
him and demanded his money. He had noth- 
ing but the receipts of the day, $13.50. This 
they took, together with some jewelry. 
* Some hours later the same men, it is be- 
lieved, entered the meat market of Henry 
Capmeyer, No. 6521 Carpenter street. They 
awakened Capmeyer by their movements and 
as he reaehed for his revolver at the head of 
the bed he discovered one of the men in the 
room. ‘The man jumped to Capmeyer's side 
and grasped his arm. The others entered the 
room and the butcher was compelled to give 
up $47 in cash and* some jewelry. But Mrs. 
Capmeyer was not so willing. She protested 
when the men marched her husband out of 
the room and took him into an adjoining one. 
Here they made him open a bureau without 
getting any booty. The Englewood police 
claim to know the thieves and last night 
searched the town in quest of them.

The Sheridan club was founded in the 

spring of 1888, when adozen young men re- 

siding in the vicinity of Thirty-first street 
and Michigan avenue met for the purpose of 
forming a social club. Eight months after 
the cluo was formed efforts were made to 
start a fund for the building of a club. 
house. A separate organization was formed 
within the Sheridan club and called 
the Sheridan Club Auxiliary Association 
with a capital stock of $75,000, 

Work on the building was commenced in 

June, 1891, and completed for occupancy May 

1, 1892. The total cost of the building, in- 

cluding furnishings, amounted to $100,000. 

The house is a substantial structure, three 

stories high and 50x145 feet deep. The front 

is of stone and pressed brick, and is hand- 
somely furnished throughout. The dance 
hall is 45x125 feet, and the extensive billiard. 
room contains ten tables, four bowling alleys, 
and a number of card-rooms. in addition to 
these features at the west end of the hall isa 
movable stage, 1644x40 feet, and at 
the opposite end is a balcony for 


spectators, with a seating capacity of 100, 
Columns adorn the north and south sides of 
the auditorium, which is decorated in white 
and gold. In’the basement is a gymnasium. 
The building also possesses a well-appointed 
eafé. The entire finishings of the house are 


in cherry and oak.

DART ACROSS THE SKY 


BRILLIANT DISPLAY OF SHOOTING 
STARS AND METEORS. 


With the Coming of Darkness These 
Stragglers from Infinite Space Flash 
from the Zenith, Leaving Trails of Fire, 
and Descend to Finite Realms—All Laid 
to the Comet—Prof. Hough of Evanston 
Does Not Think There Is Anything Un- 
usual in the Display. 


Something in infinite space went to infinite 
smash last night, and enough stars dropped 
from space to stock a new firmament. With 
the coming of darkness these aerial vagrants 
began shooting and darting from every por- 
tion of the heavens, but in the north and east 
particularly it looked as though the some- 
thing had fractured something else and turned 
on a meteoric shower such as is seldom seen. 

The sky was practically cloudless and the 
clearness of the atmosphere made tke display 
particularly beautiful. When first observed 
the meteors were dartingnear Andromeda. 
Soon the spectacle became general and flash 
after flash, followed by luminous trails in 
some instances and pale gray tracks, like 
those that mark the flight of vaseline coated 
bullets, showed the course of the 
stragglers from boundless space to finite 
realms. By 9o’clock, from the zenith east- 
ward 40 degrees, the sky was fairly alive, the 
display being especially brilliant in the vicin- 
ity of the “‘seven stars.”” Somewhat vagrant 
in their course, they generally fell toward the 
north and east, and after describing graceful 
parabolas disappeared in the darkness, burnt 
to cosmic dust by the heat engendered by their 
rapid passage through the air. 

** Biela’s comet ”’ was the verdict rendered 
by every citizen who stood on the corner or 
anywhere else and watched the unique display 
of celestial fireworks. Whether the comet 
be the one discovered by the Austrian officer 
or whether Mr. Holmes got his eye 
and telescope on something entirely new in 
the vaulted dome is a question that did not 
bother the non-astronomical observers. Nine 
out of every ten men know positively and on 
the best authority that shooting stars are 
avant-coureurfs of comets, and so these nine 
men are all positive that something is going 
to happen Nov. 27, the date set for the earth 


by only eight hours, 

Anyway the meteoric display did a good 
deal to shake the unscientific man’s faith in 
the statement that a comet is largely com- 
posed of ** gaseous matter.’’ 

Prof, George Haugh’s Views. 

Prof. George W. Haugh of the Dearborn 
Observatory, Evanston, said last night: 

‘**T have no reason to believe that the comet 
has anything to do with this meteoric display. 
I have made an observation of the comet to- 
night, but gave the meteors no special 
thought. Every year in November there are 
greater or less displays. These usually come 
on or about the nights of the 13th and 27th. 
Next Monday night there sought to be a 
brighter display than that of tonight. The 
night of the 13th was cloudy, but since then a 
few meteors have been noticed right along. 

**T have made but two observations, of the 
comet—the first two nights ago and the other 
tonight. It is not conspicuous, and I am not 
able to see it with the nakedeye. Itis six or 
eight minutes in diameter, with a nucleus and 
a short tail of perhaps fifteen minutes. It 
certainly is no brighter tonight than it was 
two nights ago, and, if anything, it seems to 
me to be less bright. I am convinced that it 
is moving away froth the earth, although I 
have not finished my computations. It will 
certainly not be as dangerous an object as 
some of the newspapers would make it vut 
to be, 

** As to the meteors, they are known to move 
inthe same paths as some comets, and there 
18 supposed to be some connection between 
them.,”’ 

At 10:20 the professor and two friends went 
out on the lawn in front of the observatory, 
and in three minutes they counted 200 meteors, 
or an average of twenty a minute. 

* Well,” said Prof. Hough, “this amounts 
to a shower and 1s quite unusual. The paths 
all center in the constellation Andromeda, the 
regular center of radiance for the No- 


vember meteors. I observed the great 
star shower the night of Nov. 14, 
1867, frobm Dudley Observatory, and 


the greatest number that was observed in any 
one minute at that time was forty-seven. It is 
of interest that the comet that is now attract- 
ing attention is in the constellation Andro- 
meda, but I can see no way in which it might 
affect or cause this shower tonight.”’ 


IS PART OF BIELA’S COMET. 
Prof. Lewis Swift’s Opinion on the Character 
of the Visitor. 

Prof. Lewis Swift of Warner Observatory, 
Rochester, N. Y., made the following state- 
ment last night: 

My last observation of the comet was made 

Saturday last, since which time cloudiness has 
prevailed. Though on that evening it was cer- 
tainly much fainter, yet curiously enough it had 
nearly doubled in size. I am «still of 
the opinion that it is one of the 
fragments of the long lost Biela’s 
comet. That its present direction of motion is 
slightly unlike the path traveled forty years ago 
is not strange and does not argue against the 
identity of the two comets seen. It is, I am 
quite sure, a comet of short period and so im- 
pressed me at its first appearance, but no 
known periodic save Biela’s ought to be in 
Andromeda, If it be not that comet, and still is 
one of short period, then it must lately have been 
mace such by the influence of some of the planets, 
an event quite possible. If as near thesun as is 
supposed its hesitancy in throwing off atailis a 
strong indication that it has made innumerable 
perihelion passages, as Biela’s comet is known to 
have done. 
Prof. Lamp of Kiel Observatory decides 
that the comet observed by Prof. Holmes 
Nov. 6 is not Biela’s. The reason given is 
that the new comet is quite bright, an element 
discordant with the Biela comet: He says his 
seapeneiiny send him to believe it is an entire- 
ly new one. \It will be known as the Holmes 
comet.

WERE VICTIMIZED BY TWO YOUNG MEN 


Residents of Hyde Park Pay Fees for 
Bogus Messenger Service, 

Magee’s drug store at Lake avenue and 
Fifty-seventh street was the center of an 
angry crowd of Hyde Park residents yester- 
day morning. They had been victimized by a 
young man calling at their hemes between 9 
and 10 v’clock and telling them that they were 
wanted at Magee’s drug stofe to answer a 
telephone call from down-town and that “ it 
must be attended to at once.”

Points of the Game. 

A few points explanatory of intercollegiate 
football may not be out of place. 

The field, 330 feet long by 160 wide, is 
marked off at intervals of five yards each, 
with the last lines running parallei with the 
posts of two goals, which are planted at the 
end of the field, facing each other. When the 
ball is put into play it is started at the center 
of the field, one or the other team having pos- 
session of it, the matter being decided by toss. 
The object of the play is to carry the ball up 
to the goal lines and touch it down behind 
them. A touchdown scores four points. 
A goal kicked from a touchdown scores two 
points more. When a player is tackled a 
“down” is scored against the team having 
the ball, and if, after four downs, a team has 
not advanced five or lost twenty yards the 
ball goes to their opponents. The bali can 
also be lost for foul tackling and other play of 
the kind, including off-side play. The game 
lasts an hour and a half, each team playing 
forty-tive minutes from each side of the 
field.

I will disclose the whole truth. We’ are at 
peace with all nations and encounter no diffi- 
culty in any quarter in maintaining the dignity 
of the nation. His Majesty the Emperor has 
justly remarked that Heligoland was the last 
piece of the globe we desired to acquire. (Ger- 
many will not provoke war, for there is no prize 
to gain by victory, but neither will she under- 
take to prevent war any more than she did in 


The Chancellor then referred to the alleged 
oy by Prince Bistmarck of the famous 
Ems dispatch, which precipitated the Franco- 
German war, and read the genuine dispatch, 
which is as follows: 

The King writes me as follows: Benedetti (the 
French Ambassador to Germany), intercepted me 
on my promenade and finally asked me in a press- 

manner to authorize him to telegraph to his 
government at once that I bound myself for all 
time never to again accord my sanction in the event 
of Prince Leopold of Hohenzoilern reverting to_ 
his candidature’to the throne of Spain.

Discusses Russian Relations. 


Referrmmg to Russo-German relations, the 
Chancellor said: 
Friendship has existed between Germany and 
: Russia for centuries past and the Emperor Alex- 
= ler himself was an important personage in the 
| .- Maintenance of the friendly relations. The pres- 
; ent Czar is one of the noblest minded and most 
| of monarchs and appreciates the peace- 
and loyal policy of Germany. There are in 
Russia, however, hostile currents working against 
us, which, since the successful achievement of 
German arms and diplomacy, have risen above the 


interests of Russia, Yet it must not be 
concluded because Russia is develop- 
ing her army that war is imminent. These prep- 


arations alouse no anxiety at present, but they 
might constitute a danger to us. It must be re- 
membered rince Bismarck, during the 
reign of the Czar Alexander, spoke of a positive 
threat Of war from Russia. The strengthening of 
our armaments constitutes no threat to Russia. 


We oniy want to repel a _  ~possible at- 
tack, f Russia wished to go to war 
it - would be sure of the alliance of 


France, but if France wished to go to war 
the alliance of Russia with France would be an 
open question. In either case Russia must occu- 
py the attention ofa portion of our forces. We 
are not prepared forsuch an exigency. We would 
have to defend ourselves against superior ,num- 
bers. Our whole position among the natiofis de- 
pease upon our military strength. We have the 

ighest opinion of our allies, and the Dreibund is 
nowhere so popular as in Germany. But even the 
Dreibund is weaker in troops than are France 
and Russia. Germany must always take the 
chief burden upun itself because it must watch 
two tiers. 


What the Reforms Are. 


The Chanceilor then explained the proposed 
reforms in the military service, the regulations 
of which did not operate so as to affect all 
equally, and caused efforts tosbe made to evade 
the service. He said: 

in point of numbers our army is ahead of any 
other nation’s, and we have the best commis-

Monetary Conference Delegates Merely 


Empowered to Study Facts, 

Brussets, Nov. 23.—Rumors of — discord 
among the British delegates to the monetary 
conference here regarding the attitude to be 
adopted in the conference are untrue. The 
continental delegates are impatient to learn 
what the precise nature will be of the pro- 
posals of the American delegates. The use 
of three different languages in the official 
proceedings of the conference will lead to 
much delay.

The Christmas adjournment will 
give the delegates ample opportunity for ref- 
erence to their governinents. The idea that 
the conference is divided into two camps— 
monometallists and bimetallists—is false.

It is said that Mr: Gladstone relies 
upon persuading the Irish party to accede to 
this course by showing that the financial pro- 
posals contained in the Home Rule bill, which 
proposals are an essential part of the scheme, 
cannot be successfully treated until near the 
close of the financial year.

Evidence Submitted to the Senatorial 
Committee by Frick and Martin. 

Pitrsspura, Pa., Nov. 23.—The subcommit- 
tee of the United States Senatorial committee 
investigating the workings of the Pinkerton 
detective system and the employment of such 
detectives by the Carnegie Stecl company at 
Homestead began here this afternoon in the 
Hotei Duquesne. The first witness exarnined 
was Williarn Martin, Cnaief of the Labor 
Bureau of the Carnegie company, and who 
was formerly Secretary of the Amalgamated 
Association. He thought that the effect of the 
employment of armed detectives would be a 
bad thing, as the workmen are violently op- 
posed to them. 

Senator Gallinger—Then that should be the last 
resort. 

Mr. Martin— Yes, sir. 

‘*In your experience, do working people make 
the same objection to the militia or United States 
troops as to private detectives?’

Mr. H. C, Frick was then called to the 
stand.

WIVES DIE SUDDENLY. 


SUSPICION AROUSED BY THE DEATH 
OF MAYHOR’S FOURTH. 


She Died at Riverton, Ia., Soon After Tak- 
ing Some Capsules, Said to Have Been 
Given Her by Her Husband—Evidences 
of Poison Found by the Coroner~The 
Woman’s Life Was Insured—All of May- 
hor’s Wives Said te Have Died Under 
Peculiar Circumstances, 


Riverton, Ia., Nov. 23.—|Special. |—For 
some time this county has been disturbed by 
a remarkable case growing out of the death 
of Mrs. William Mayhor, the wife of one of 
the wealthiest citizens of the State. Since the 
investigation of the case facts have been dis- 
covered indicating that three other wives of 
Mr. Mayhor died under circumstances alleged 
to be similar in many respects to those at- 
tending the death of his late wife. Mayhor 
had been married three times, but all bis wives 
were dead, the third having died about a 
year before. He advertised in the Kansas 
City papers for a housekeeper, and his adver- 
tisement was answered bya Mrs. Erbeck, 
Mrs. Erbeck’s hore had formerly been at 
Alton, IilL, where her mother now lives. She 
had a brother in.St. Louis, a commercial trav- 
eler. Mayhor soon married the woman and 
came here. 

He was in the implement business. He had 
been at Jefferson City in 1885, when he mar- 
ried his first wife. They took a trip to San 
Francisco, when his wife suddenly died, he 
said, of quick consumption. Later he came 
to Sidney, Ia. During two years there he was 
twice married, each wife dying in the course 
of afew months. There was nothing suspicious 
about their deaths, and they were not thought 
unusual untillooked at inthe hght of the 
present case, 

Tuesday —— Oct. 28, at 8:10 o’clock, 
Mrs. Mayhor swallowed three capsules said to 
have been given to her by her husband for 
toothache. Within afew moments she was 
seized with violent spasms, and forty minutes 
from the time the capsules were taken she 
was a corpse. The body was kept until Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Oct. 22 Coroner Defries of Sidney came 
to Riverton and summoned a jury. The 
body of Mrs. Mayhor was disinterred. 
Mayhor sat by and calmly watched the 
post-mortem examination, apparently 
unmoved. The examination of the body 
was thorough. Evidences of poison were 
found, one of the most striking being the fluid 
state of the blood as well as the condition and 
appearance of the brain, lungs, and intestines. 
The jury did not find a verdict but ad- 
journed the inquest to such time as might be 
necessary to allow chemica) analysis of the 
contents of the dead woman’s stomach to be 
made. The inquest developed that there was 
$5,000 insurance in favor of Mayhor on his 
dead wife’s life.

TO SUE BUILDERS FOR INFRINGING, 


L. S, Buffington Claims the Sole Right to 
Build on Certain Plans, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 23.—| Special. }— 
Kecently the Buffington Iron Building com- 
pany was organized in this city with 
a capital stock of $1,000,000, Several 
years ago L. 8S. Buffington of this city 
patented a inethod of building a steel super- 


structure, which he _ claimed  distrib- 
uted the immense weight of large 
buildings in such a manner that their 


erection became a possibility. That which 
he has patented he claims has been used since 
by other architects and builders without his 
receiving any compensation for it. Through 
the new company, it is said, he now proposes 
to take the matter into the courts and recover 
from the owners of all buildings where his 
method has been used 5 per cent of the cost 
of the building. In New York and Chicago 
buildings vaiued at $14,000,000 have been 
erected by this method. 


Establishes a New Principle of Law. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Nov. 23.—[Special.|—In the 
Supreme Court today Judge Vanderburg ren- 
dered a decision which establishes a new princi- 
ple—viz.: that where there are no domestic cred- 
itors whose rights are to be protected a foreign 
receiver may sue in the courts of this State. E. 
A. Elkins, who was appointed receiver of the 
property and estate of Neils C. Frederiekson by 
the District Court of Cook County, IL, made ap- 
plication in the District Court of Redwood Coun- 
ty to have a judgment entered in that court set 
aside, Judge Webber denied the application on 
the ground that the authority of the receiver 
does not extend beyond the jurisdiction of the 
State in which he was appointed. This decision 
is reversed. 


Tolleston Club Case Sent Back.

Yale and Princeton pare waged sixteen games 
of football together, of which Yale has won nine 
and Princeton six. One match, that of 1877, re-- 
sulted inatie. The teams meet tomorrow under 
conditions which have no precedent in the his- 
tory of these annual matches. Hitherto, with 
two exceptions, each team has been up to 
Thanksgiving day an undefeated one, and these 
two exceptions were both occasioned by a Har- 
yard victory. — 

This year Princeton has been defeated by the 
University of Pennsylvania, which, previous to 
the present season, has never been seriously con- 
sidered in the “reap for the championsbip; and 
Yale reaches Thanksgiving day for the second 
year in succession without a point having been 
seoned against her by any of her rivals. 

When Vale's representatives climbed aboard 
the 3 o'clock train from New Haven this after- 
noon the usual demonstrations of enthusiasm 
accompanied their departure. Each of the indi- 
vyidual members of the team, the Captain, the 
manager, the coachers, and the eleven as a whole, 
wereincluded in the applause. At the depot 
cheers were also given for ** a clean record for the 
seasou,’’ a sentiment which was greeted with 
thundering response. _ 

A similar demonstration was made by Prince- 
ton when the 6:40 train rolled out of the depot 
and the tigers could ask for no better send-off. 


Yale’s Chances Considered Best. 


‘ Yale has had to show her full strength to her 
rival in the game with Harvard. Of that there is 
no doubt, whatever statements may be made to 
the contrary. Princeton must assuredly have 
gained some advantage from seeing her ger 
play ina closely-contested game, but this ad- 
vantage is more than offset by the experience 
which the Yale men acquired at Springfield. This 
experience was particularly valuable to Yale in 


the lessons they learned from the Harvard’ game 
pe them almost veterans for Thursday’s con- 
test. Between the value of watching such a game 
as that at Springfield and playing in it there can 
be no comparison, and if Princeton rests her hope 
in the knowledge of Yale’s play acquired in watch- 
ing the Harvard game her chances for victory are 
indeed slim. 

As a team the Yale men arein as good condi- 
tion as can be desired. The only weak spot in the 
entire eleven is Laurie Bliss’ weak knee, and this 
is improving wonderfully since the Harvard 
game. He is likely to be able to play the whole 
game unless the unexpected occurs. 


Princeton’s Experience Has Been Hard. 


At the beginning of the season Princeton was 

playing well. It is true that she was to a greut 
extent playing a “ one-man’”’ game, with King for “ 
the man, but there was asnap about the work 
that augured well for the development of an 
eleven worthy of Princeton’s former football rep- 
utation. As the season wore on Princeton’s team 
improved ; the interference was good, the defense 
exceedingly strong, and the center work equal to 
anything seen on the football field for years. 
Then the men began to overestimate their 
strength and to mistake promise for perfection. 
Accidents added to the harm already done by 
overcontidence until a crippled team found itself 
facing an opponent whose powers it underesti- 
mated and denter followed. Princeton has only 
played one game since its defeat at Manheim, 
against Orange, and the score against 
that team (23 to 0) undoubtedly convinced the 
Princetonians the a thorough reform was urgent- 
ly needed.

Comment on the playing of the Yale men as a 
team is unnecessary, the furious sweep of their 
line and the speed of their backs have been re- 
hearsed many times already this season, and their 


strength and skill are everywhere ac- 
knowledged. But compared individually the 
choice between the Yale and Prince- 


ton teams is slight, ana remembering their 
play early in the season it will not be wise to 
predict a disastrous defeat for the orange 
and black. *For the last three weeks Princeton 
has kept very quiet—always a good sign—and the 
men have worked hard and conscientiously. It 
will not do to ‘compare scores and deduce con- 
clusions, therefore. The Yale men have done re- 
markably well with their material this year, but 
their work is not yet completed and a hard-fought 
game awaits them on Thanksgiving day. if Yale 
Wins tomorrow it will have to earn its victory, 
for the true indications are that the game of 1592 
will be no walkover for the champions.

DEATH OF CHAMPION O’CONNOR, 


. 
America’s Premier Sculler Dies of Typhoid- 
Fever at His Toronto Home. 

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 23.—William O'Connor, 
champion oarsman of America, died here today 
of typhoid-fever after a short illness. 

[O’Connor became champion of America Nov. 
24, 1888, when he defeated John Teemer over the 
Potomac course at Washington by three boat 
lengths. He has successfully defended his title 
ever since, having defeated Gaudaurtwice for 
the honor. 

He was born at Toronto twenty-nine years ago, 
and his early knowledge of aquatics was gained 
on the rough waters of Toronto Bay. In this way 
he learned to feather his oars high, and wasa 


. marvel over a rough course. 


After winning the American championship he 
made overtures for a match on neutral water 
with Henry Searle, on whose shoulders, upon his 
retirement, Beach had placed the responsibility 
of defending the few Bs championship. Searle 
met O’Connor half way and a match was ar- 
ranged to take place over the treacherous Thames 
course in London. The race was rowed in 1589 
and Searle was aneasy winner. The contest at- 
tracted widespread attention and was the talk of 
the sporting world for months. It demonstrated 
conclusively that the Australians were the peers 
of the world at sculling. This race was rowed 
less than four years ago and itis a strange coin- 
cidence that both contestants have joined the

After Searle’s death the championship reverted 
to Stansbury, another Australian, and O’Connor 
went to the antipodes to try to bring the cham- 
pionship back to this country. 

He met Stansbury on the Parramatta course at 
Sydney in 1890 and was defeated again. 
Since his returntothis country he had been 
trying to secure a match with Stansbury over 
some American course and had the Australian's 
promise of a match during the World’s Fair year.

SANGER’S $500 HAS BEEN POSTED, 


Plenty of Milwaukee Money Ready for a 
$10,000 a Side Bet. 
If Zimmerman wants to convince the wheelmen 
that he is a better man than Sanger ali he has to 
do is to cover the $500 which yesterday was re- 
ceived from P. H. Sercombe of Milwaukee and 
placed in the care of Tue Trispune.

Troy, who is in the habit of speaking for Zimmer- 
man, declared the other day that as soon as he 
was apprised that Sercombe had posted his money 
with this paper he would do likewise. The op- 
ortunity to make good Lis word is now at hand, 
‘he moment he deposits his $500 the match is 
made and there will be but little trouble expe- 
rienced in arranging about the side stakes of $10,- 
000 for the honor of each of the  priuci- 
pals. For the sake of the reputation of 
the racing men, however, it would perhaps 
be as well that they be not connected with the 
side bets. Of course it is hardly probable, should 
they be matched, that both of them wiil 
closely watched by the racing board in order to 
discover if they do anything which is contrary to 
the spirit of the amateur rule, but at the same 
time there is not any need for worriment on this 
score so long as they do not touch the money. 
Zimmerman has before this declared that he 
would not race for a joint trophy worth only 
$1,000, excusing himself upon the plea that it 
would cost him. 3500 to get into shape for a 
match.’ He wanted to race Sanger for a trophy 
valued at $2,000 and offered no hindrance to Troy 
when he stipulated that the heavy side bets be in- 
cluded. The former proposition is not unreason- 
able, althongh it must be confessed that it savors 
a little of the ungenerous spirit which is rather 
foreign to a man as generous as Zimmerman.

MR. ALDRICH AND THE CITY ADMIN- 
ISTRATION’S “ EFFORTS.” 

Mr. J. Frank Aldrich writes in his official 
capacity, not as Congressman-elect, . but as 
Commissioner of Public Works, to a morning 
paper to express his “ umconcealed pleasure ” 
at the efforts of the contemporary in question 
‘“*to supplement in a practical manner the 
efforts of the city administration to better the 
condition of the streets and to abate nui- 
sances.”’ The letter may be taken in some 
quarters as a welcome evidence that the 
recent election is over andé@he count completed 
tu Mr. Aldrich’s satisfaction. He may now 
be induced tu give some portion of his valua- 
ble time to the service of the city which has 
paid him a generous salary while he has been 
running for office, making excursions to New 
York, and attending to the officigl count of the 
votes of the First District. There will be ob- 
jection, however, in most quarters to many of 
the statements and implications of Mr.. Ald- 
rich’s gushing epistle. He speaks of ** the ef- 
forts of the city administration to better the 
condition of the streets.”” Where is the evi- 
dence thet the city administration has made 
any such efforts? Not even during the scan- 
dalous Cregier administration was the condi- 
tion of the streets worse. They are dirty, 
filthy, badly paved, and continiously ob- 
structed. The ordinances in respect to them 
are daily violated under the eyes of the 
subordinates of the Commissioner of 
Public Works. They bave been torn up 
by gas, telegraph, and telephone com- 
panies and not restored to prorer condition as 
required by the ordinances. The orders of 
the Council oft-repeated to enforce the munic- 
ipal laws in those respects have been ignored 
by the Commissioner’s subordinates. He has 
been too busy with his political and private 
concerns to give attention to them himself. 

Mr. Aldrich ungenerously and without war- 
rant belittles and ridicules the efforts of the 
two volunteer agencies that have sought to 
cultivate a healthy public sentiment in refer- 
ence to municipal cleanliness. There would 
have been no need for those agencies had Mr. 
Aldrich and his subordinates performed their 
duties. But the volunteer organizations have 
worked zealously. Their work would have 
told had they had the hearty codperation of 
the Commussioner of Public Works. One of 
those organizations, the Municipal . Order 
League, did last summer what Mr. Aldrich 
commends a néwspaper for domg now. The 
women of the league had many thousands of 
forms of complaint, such as nuw suggested, 
printed and scattered broadcast throughout 
the city. Hundreds of those complaint forms 
were filled out and sent to the Department of 
Pubhe Works through the agency of the Mu- 
nicipal Order League. No attention whatever 
was paid to them. Mr. Aldrich may have 
been too busy running for office or to New 
York tu heed them. His subordinates did not 
notice them. No wonder that the Municipal 
Order League was discouraged in its work. 
But it should now be spared his pitying pat- 
ronage. 

There would be no occasion for any of the 
volunteer agencies—the newspaper one or the 
others—if Mr. Aldrich had strictly attended 
to the duties for which he has been paid; had 
he enforced the laws and ordinances of the 
city; had he insisted on the economical and 
proper expenditure of the public funds, and 
upon the employment of faithful, industrious, 
and intelligent subordinates. Mr. Aldrich has 
been a great Commissioner on paper, but not 
much of a success in practice. He should not 
call too pointed attention to the fact. 


HOW COL, HARRISON WAKED BABY RUTH. 

Mr. Grover Cleveland has incontinently fled 
from the Democratic spoils-hunters. Over- 
whelmed by their persistency and appalled at 
the extent of the constantly increasing crowd 
which is making the welkin of Fifty-first 
street ring with its clemor, thé great men 
called for a close carriage Tuesday evening, 
concealed himself in a great cdat, jumped 
aboard a train bound South, and, it is under- 
stood, will not stop until he reaches Exmore, 
a place of only fifty people in Virginia—a 
sort of no man’s land, where it is to be pre- 
sumed not one of the fifty nondescript people 
wants an office. In that snug and secluded 
haven, midway between Chesapeake Bay and 
the Atiantic Ocean, and quarantined upon an 
island, he will be safe from his persecutors.

I 
desire to give as much publicity as possible to the 
statement that I do not propose to consider appli- 
cations for office priér to my inauguration, and I 
shall avoid ali interviews on that subject. Those 
who, under any pretense, gain an gpportunity to 
present their applications orally and those who 
burden me at this time with written applications 
cannot possibly do anything which would so in- 
terfere with their chances of success. Written 
applications will be so little regarded that I doubt 

they ever see the filles in Washington, for there 
is no reason or decency in my being overwhelmed 
with such matters at this time. 

The Prophet goes further than this. He not 
only teils the reasons why he has gone, but he 
announces what he will do when he returns in 
the following vigorous fashion:

THE PROPOSED PARDON OF NEESBE. 

If Oscar Neebe, the Haymarket Anarchist, was 
rightfully convicted he ought not to be pardoned 
by Gov. Fifer of Illinois, no matter how much 
pressure is brought to bear upon the Governor. 
Ifheis innocent then a general jail delivery 
should be made of his companions. fhe public, 
however, which followed the cases of Neebe and 
his ass@ciates very carefully, will be loath to be- 
lieve that there is any good reason for giving him 
his freedom. The trial of these Chicago Anarch- 
iste was fairly conducted, and despite the horror 
excited by their acts the jury was unprejudiced 
and found its verdicton the evidence. Neebe 
was fortunate to escape the gallows, and what- 
ever may be his physical or mental condition he 
should spend the remainder of his life behind 
prison walils.—Dem. Exchange. 

It is probable that Gov. Fifer will leave 


the pardoning of Neebe to Gov. Altgeld. 
The present Governor has resisted al! 
appeals and entreaties in his behalf now 
for four years. He will probably continue 
to resist them to the end of his term. 
Gov, Altgeld will no doubt set Neebe at lib- 
erty. He is a Socialist after a kind, and is 
supposed to be an Anarchist sympathizer. He 
will, of course, be delighted to set the “* perse- 
cuted martyr,’’ Neebe, at liberty and restore 
him to the embraces of his fellow-Anarchists. 
Every Anarchist and Socialist and Anarchist 
sympathizer in Lilinois voted for Altgeld and 
worked for his election. They would de- 
rive enormously more satisfaction from the 
pardon of Neebe by their man than they 
would from his pardon by Gov. Fifer, who has 
no sympathy with anarchy and whose sup- 
porters have no sympathy with it. 

Gov. Fifer is now beimg urged to pardon 
Neebe by maudlin sentimentalists and gush- 
ing politicians with an ax to grind. He should 
pay no beed to them. Let the work of un- 
jailing the Anarchist and his fellow-Anarchists, 
Schwab and Fielden, be left to their sym- 
pathizer and to the beneficiary of the an- 
archistic vote. Altgeld should not be deprived 
of the pleasure, in order that the male old 
women who are beseeching the present Gov- 
ernor may be satisfied.

It appears from a published statement of 
Supt. Barrett of the Electrical Department 
that several of the electric power houses in the 
more populous sections of the city are capa- 
ble of sustaining many more lamps than they 
are called upon to carry now.

The Case of Peck, 
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An African Explorer. 
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ERN PASSENGER ASSOCIATION. 


The Only Salvation for the Organization 
Appears to Be the Return to Member- 
ship of the Alton — President Manvel 
Claims That Outside Roads Are Playing 
Havoc with His Line’s Business Chi- 
cage to Missouri River—Gould and 
Huntington May Combine. - 

Just at the time when the Western Passen- 
ger Association was congratulating itself upon 
having emerged unscathed from the many 
perils which have threatened its existence for 
many months and had entered into a safe 
harbor where it would no longer be molested 
by tempests and troubles a new cloud appears 
on the horizon that threatens to cause dis- 
aster. The Santa Fé has been dissatisfied 
with the working of the association ever since 
the Alton ceased to be a member of it. The 
rivalry between the two roads has already 
been most energetic and the fact that the 
Alton was not a member of the association 
gave the Santa Fé the impression that the re- 
strictions placed upon it by the association 
gave the Alton quite an advantage. 

When the Santa Fé made its renowned re- 
duction in the rate to Denver on the occasion 
of the Knights Templar conclave last summer 
without consulting the Chairman or members 
of the association it was thought to be the 
signal for the withdrawal of the Santa Fé 
from the association. But tne Santa Fé made 
a strong fight against expulsion, and appealed 
the rulings of the Chairman to arbitration. It 
was generally understood that if the arbitra- 
tors should decide against the Santa Fé it 
would withdraw from the association rather 
than pay the heavy fine which such adverse 
ruling would carry with it. The er 
however, found in favor of the Santa Fé, 
the defeated Chairman and members of the 
association were rather pleased with the re- 
sult, because they believed that the Santa Fé 
would continue to be a member of the as- 
sociation and actin harmony with the other 
roads. 

Great was their surprise therefore when 
Chairman Caldwell yesterday received the fol- 
lowing communication trom President A. 
Manvel of the Santa Fé: 

The action of lines outside of the association, 
reapesting assenger business to and from south- 
western Missouri River points, as weil as between 
yg intermediate Chicago and the Missouri 

iver, and the inability of your association and 
its officers to protect the Atchison, Topeka and 

Santa F6 railroad company as against such com- 

powen, makes it necessary that such business 
exempted from the agreement and rules aad 

regulations of your association, in order that this 
company may be properly protected, otherwise 
the only alternative left this company is to with- 
draw from your association. You are therefore 
requested tosubmit to the association at its first 
meeting the propesition of excluding the business 
above alluded to from the operation and effect of 
the agreement altogether, or for at least a period 
of not less than six mon 

Chairman Caldwell, immediately upon the 
receipt of the furegoing, sent the following 
reply to President Manvel: ’ 

I beg to acknowledge receipt of yoars of the 
19th inst. regarding proposiuon to exclude cer- 
tain business from the control of this association, 
and in accordance with your request will place 
the subject on the docket for consideration at 
our next regular meeting, unless it should be 
deemed advisable to call a special meeting for 
that purpose. 

All this means that the Western Passenger 


Association agreement will have to be sus- 
pended for a period of not less than six 
months on all business between Chicago and 
the Missouri River or the Santa Fé will with- 
draw from the. agreement, which of course 
would mean a dissolution of the sssociation, 
as the agreement could not be enforced with 
both the Santa Fé and Alton on the outside. 

There is but one chance for prolonging the 
existence of the association that is for the 
Alton again to become a member thereof. 
This is probably the object which the Santa 
F6 has in view. The Alton has been unusual- 
ly conservative during the last few months 
and its worst enemies admit that it has been 
maintaining reguiar rates; and, in order to 
prevent a war and a demoralization of rates, 
it may consent to rejoin the association. 


GOULD-HUNTINGTON COMBINE, 


The Two Magnates to Control Many Roads; 
in Texas, 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 23.—A Corsicana, 
Tex., dispatch says that a genuine sensation 
has been caused in railroad circles in that 
part of the State on account of the discovery 
that C. P. Huntington and Jay Gould have 
been guietly obtaining control of the fran- 
chises of certain smali roads in that State. It 
is asserted that they have not only acquired 
possession and will make natural feeders of 
them for the Southern Pacific and Cotton 
Belt systems, but that they have also ar- 
ranged tu change the routes of portions of the 
right of way previously secured by the orig- 
inal promoters of these enterprises, so that 
they will the more effectively serve their pur- 


poses. : 

The next franchise that is to be gobbled up 
is the Waco and Northwestern, fifty-eight 
miles of which is in operation from Fremont, 
in Robertson Count through Falls 
County: to Ross, in ecLennan County. 
This road has been operated as a part 
of the Houston and Texas Central system and 
includes 277,280 acres of land donated by the 
State of Texasto aid in its construction as 
well as the franchise to build to the Red Riv- 
er, and thence to the northern boundary of 
the State. it is advertised to be sold at Waco 
Dec. 28, It is stated that Mr. Huntington has 
already complied with the terms of the sale, 
and will bid up to any reasonable amount 
necessary to secure this valuable link between 
the Houston and Texas Central, which he now 
virtually controls, and the Texas Central. 
This done he will be in a position to squeeze 
the owners of the latter road until they will be 
only too glad to sell out at his figures.

The members of the Coroner’s Jury which 
has been hoiding an inquest on the remains of 
Frank Opava found yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock that Opava was shot and killed by 
Detective William G. Valentine, and recom- 
mended that he be held to await the action of 
the Grand Jury. At 10 o'clock last night, in 
spite of the recommendation of the jury, 
Valentine was still practically at liberty. Im- 
mediately after the finding of the jury he was 
ostensibly taken into custoay of Lieut. Hart- 
nett of the West Lake Street Station. 

“Weshall go back ‘to the station, now,” 
said the lieutenant, “‘and a little later we will 
— down to the Criminal Court Building.” 

The lieutenant then gave Valentine into the 
care of Detectives Dillon and Knowles of the 
West Lake Street Station and the three de- 
parted through the rear of the hospital 

Lieut. Hartnett and the officers 
with him joined Valentine and hi® custodian 
on West Polk street. There the whole party 
held a consultation, after which Lieut. Hart- 
nett and twu officers walked east on Polk, 
while the other three men disappeared into a
